The starry heavens are never more 


radiantly beautiful than on moonless 
winter evenings, for then the rnpst bril- 
liant clusters that grace the celestial 
records illuminate the night with their 
mysterious and tremulous brightness. 
To an astronomer every one of Ihese 
myriad golden spheres is as familiar as 
the countenance of a friend, and every 
movement of the seeminglv inextricable 
maze is as clearly comprehended as the 
revolution of the earth aronnd tho sun. 
The unscientific observer may, however, 
easily learn tho names and relative po- 
sitions of the principal stars while no 
page in the starry volume is more easily 
read or more quickly recalled to memo- 
ry. In order to trace the prominent 
stars of the winter sky nothing is re- 
quired but to take a position facing the 
south on one of those winter oven ings 
propitious for star-gazing, a moonless, 
cloudless night, with a clear und dry at- 
mosphere. As the observer turns to the 
east he notices u group of brilliant stars 
unlike any t liing elso in tho heavens ris' 
ing toward the zenith. 
It is tlie grand 


Orion, visible to the whole world, his 
shoulders blazing with cpimlets his 
starry feet traversing tho realms ot -.pace 
with majestic graudeur and the stars of 
his glittering bolt, slrung like diamonds 
on the invisible line of lhe equator. The 
group itself is only an elongated par- 
allelogram with a band of three brilliant 
stars in tho center and a row of stars 
running obliquely downward. But my- 
thology, taking those shining outlines for 
framework, interweaves und surrounds 
them with the lofty stature and noble 
bearing of the mighty hunter whose 
proud boast it was that thoro wns noth- 
ing on earth Unit ho could not conquer, 
bellatrix and Beteleguese sparkle on his 
broad shoulders—Kigel and Saip glow 
on his left foot and right knee. A tri- 
unglo of three .small stars marks the 
head; tho girdle is formed by three 
bright stars running from northwest to 
southeast; the stars running downward 
form tho sword and eight small stars 
west of Bellatrix point out the skin of 
th<- 1'uii iu the l(,n hand. Any intelli- 
gont I'lisirver ciiu truce tlioso principal 
s' urs for himself. The equinoctial passes 
the iniilillo of it, so that, il cun bo scon 
by the whole world, and'though only 
about KU stars aro visible to tho naked 
eye tho telescope reveals more than 
2,lit)0. The cluster abounds in astro- 
nomical curiosities, for it is rich in 
double aud multiple .stars und netmlw). 
On e.Nuiiiiniiig tlio middle ,slar of tho 
.sword it seems to bo surrounded by a 
di[fused Imze. This is the great nebula 
of Orion, in many respects the most 
wonderful object in the heavens. Kx- 
tunined with a powerful telescope the 
ha/y appearance still continues, but the 
brighter portion lakes on tho form of 
the head and yawning jaws of some 
monstrous animal, and the tiny star is 
resolved into six, the four largest form- 
ing a trapezium, within whose area no 
nebulie exist.

constellation (romini, witlutslwin stars, 
(,'astor and Pollux. The upper ono is 
Casior, tho finest double slur visible in 
lhe northern heavens, tho components 
being nenrly equal, ono white and tho 
other tinged wall green. Midway bo- 
twi-oii the Twins and Sirius, a finely col- 
ored yollow star of the first magnitude 
may be seen. It, is 1'rocyon, lhe bright- 
osi" slar in Cunis Minor. 
I'rocyon, 


Sirius and Bctolguese form an equi- 
lateral Iriniigle*, the sides being aboul 
i!G degrees in length, while I'rocyon, 
I'lillux and Belclgueso form a largo 
right-angled triangle. Tho tracing of 
the geomi'irical figures formed by the 
slurs in this viciui y will help to fix 
them in tho memory! 


There arc many other noticeable stars 


which wo cun only refer to in this pic- 
ture of the winter .sky. Above the 
Twins, near the /.enith, lies the constel- 
lation Auriga, with its leading slar Ca- 
polhi, known as one of lhe three north- 
ern brilliants.

THE PLAGUE. 


Danfer of the Introduction of the DU- 
ca*« Into Uw United State*—B»ag« In 
the Pait. 
Dr. John M. Woodworth, Surgeon- 


General of the United Status Marine 
Hospital Service, says in an official re- 
port to the Senate Committee on Epi- 
demic Diseases: 


I am constrained to invite your atten- 


tion to what I conceive to bo a matter 
of sufficient importance to claim the at- 
tention of the Committees of Congress 
on Epidemic Diseases. From the im- 
perfect accounts which come to this 
country of the prevailing epidemic in 
the Province of Astrakhan, there seems 
to be little room for doubt that the dis- 
ease which has broken out there with 
such deadly effect is the plague, a sin- 
gularly fatal infectious disease, accom- 
panied by swelling and sometimes gan- 
grenous condition of tho glands of the 
body, and in many respects resembling 
malignant typhus fever. 


Tho account of the outbreak, which is 


generally credited in Ebrope and in this 
country, is to the effect that a Uussiun 
soldier returning from the war brought 
a shawl with him and gave it to a girl, 
who sickened and died two days after 
from this supposed infection. The dis- 
ease spread with great fatality. 
About 


three weeks elapsed before the llussian 
Government was officially notified of the 
facts, and another week passed before 
any measures were adopted to check its 
spread. The Russian Government, as 
well as the people, are now thoroughly 
aroused. Sanitary lines and quaran- 
tines have been established, und cordons 
of soldiers have been placed around the 
infected villages. Europe has become 
alarmed, and commerce with Russia has 
been interdicted except under strict 
quarantine rules, but in spite of the ex- 
penditure of money and the strong mil- 
itary arm of the Government the meas- 
ures of prevention appear to have been 
too long delayed, and the plague- is 
rapidly spreading. 


Should the plaguo appear in the 


countries of Europe with which the 
United States has commercial inter- 
course, there would bo groat danger of 
the disease reaching our shores. 
In 


fact, the 
danger 
exists at present 


through ships from the Caspian and 
Black Sous. Tho latest arrival at Now 
York from tho Black Sea was in Decem- 
ber lost. 


Considerable danger may bo appre- 


hended from the introduction of intcct 
cd clothing into this country, brought 
by llussian emigrants, especially tho 
Monnonites from Southern Russia, largo 
numbers of whom ship at Liverpool. 


The board of yellow-fever experts 


were unanimous in opinion that United 
States medical officers of health should 
bo stationed at Liverpool and at some 
point in the Mediterranean, nnd thai 
they should be subject to orders to visit 
places of outbreak of infectious epi- 
demic disease, so that definite, reliable, 
and prompt information may be given 
to tho health authorities of our seaports 
Twelve thousand dollars per year woulc 
maintain two such medical 
officers 


abroad and puy their traveling expenses, 
and in my opinion it would be an in- 
vestment worthy of u great commercial 
nation.

The one which occurred in lx>n 
don iu tho year 1G65 was as terrible a. 
the great firo of 1668, which put a stoj 
to its ravages. The !owe.st oslimute o 
deaths in London alone in 1C65 is given 
as 68,500. 


In the present century the plague hai 


occurred chiefly in the countries of thi 
Lower Danube and the Black Sea. Thi 
laat epidemic in Western Europe oc 
currod at Marseilles and vicinity in 172' 
and 1721, causing the death of 200,0(Ji 
peoplo. 
The same year it prevailed ii 


the Island of Majorca. 
Europe ha 


been free from the plague since 1841 
and it has not occurred Tn Asiatic Tui 
key since 1848, nor in Egypt since 1844 
In 1868 and 1859 the plaguo prevaile 
among the Arabs in the vicinity of Ber 
razi, a seaport of North Africa. In 185 
an epidemic occurred in Mesopotami 
and one In Persian Kurdistan in 1871.

THE ALLIGATOR AT HOME. 


Peppered by TourUte for Pleiurera and 
Hunted to UeiUh far BIB Skin luul 
Teeth. 


[From tho Now York World.] 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Feb. 15.— 
.mong the throng ot people traveling 
onthward to escape our northern win- 
ir may be found many sportsmen, arm- 
d with rifle and revolver and with 
lenty of fixed ammunition, cherishing 
no h'ope above others of shooting an 
tligator. Large are the numbers who 
go forth to shoot, but lew are the alli- 
gators slain. The rivers, bayous and 
aiany of the lakes of the Gulf States aro 
hickly populated with alligators, or 
agartos, as they are known by the 
panish-speaking portion of tho inhab- 
-ants. On sunny days they may be 
ion stretched upon tho uloping banks 
f streams or floating idly on the glassy 
vat or, nothing visible buttbo top of the 
ead. 
From the decks of the littlo flat- 


ottomed steamers which carry many 
ourists through tho weird bounty of tho 
pper St. Johns and Ooklawaha Rivers 
vory winter, the alligator receives vol- 
ey after volley of rifle and revolver 
alls. There aro but two places in an 
illigator where a shot will prove f atal— 
n the eye and directly under the fore- 
rm. The firsr, being very small and 
rotectod by a heavy casement sur- 
mounted by a projecting cap, can be 
truck only by the best marksmen. Ex- 
opt when taking a sun-bath, the tender 
•ot under the shoulder is never ox- 
aosed. Tho chance of shooting an alli- 
gator, especially by a novice, is there- 
jro not alarmingly great. 
Although very clumsy, their quick- 


ness in somo cases is remarkable, as 
wheu in the water a speed of from five 
o eight miles an hour is mudo, and on 
and thoy aro able to throw themselves 
)vor halt a circle, using the forefeet for 
a fulcrum, striking an enemy with their 


with tremeodous force. la getting 


ood tho alligator displays a remarka- 
ile degree of cunning. Fish is accepta- 
ble, and to catch them a number of alli- 
gators form in line, driving tho fish bc- 
ore thorn into a cove or inlet. 
Then 


inch alligator makes a rush, catches a 
Ish in his open mouth, rises to tho sur- 
ace, tosses the fish into tho air, at the 
same timo expelling the water by a cur- 
rent of air drawn through the nose, and 
s ready to bolt tho fish when it falls 
3wing to the formation of the teoth, tho 
alligator can not masticate his food, but 
bolts it in small chunks. 
Tho gullet is 


not large. 1'roy of size is concealed un- 
il it uogins to putrofry, whon it is 
sought and devoured. The largest ani- 
mals aro attacked, if thoy get into tho 
water, dragged down and drowned. 
Last soring a largo ox wont into tho 
wators'of Lake Jackson, not far from 
Tallahassee, to drink. 
An alligator 


fastened to the foreleg of tho animal 
irushing the bone. Tho ox struggled 
to tke shore, dragging his antagonist 
with him. At this timo the shore was 
black with alligators, attracted by tho 
smell of blood, and somo crawled upon 
the bank. 
Tho ox fought valiantly 


tossing one of tho monsters high in tho 
air, from which fall ho lay on tho groun< 
stunned a considerable timo. But tho 
woundod ox again got in tho water, am 
a mammoth alligator closed on his nose 
and dragged him under. 


Not long ago a Florida paper told 


story of the charming of an alligator by 
a rattlesnake. The latter upon diseov 
ering tho former attrac cd attention b; 
Bonding an alarm. The alligator turn 
cd his head several times an if ho want, 
ed to get away, but as often faced tli< 
snake iiffain.

Alligators are oviparous, tho female 


laying as many as two hundred cggr 
somewhat larger than goono eggs, in «, 
nest scooped out of the soil near 
water. A thin matting of leaves i 
twigs separates tho layer of eggs, whic! 
aro left to hateh in the sun's heat 
When tho young alligator breaks it 
shell it is from eight to ten inches in 
length, and at once takes to the wate 
and tho established ways of getting 
food. They may often bo seen playin; 
together like young kittens. At thi 
stago great numbers are captured b; 
negro boys, who sell thorn in the town; 
to northern visitors to carry home as 
curiosities. 


Up to a year or two ago the war 01 


alligators came netir to exterminating 
them. The skin and teeth are the onl; 
parts of value. For several years from 
twenty to twenty-five thousand of th 
former wcro annually taken, the hunt 
ers receiving SO cents to $1 apiece fo 
them. The greatest hunter of Florid 
got one thousand skins in a five montbf 
campaign. The skin from the sides an 
belly was stripped off and shipped nortl 
and made fine leather for boots an 
shoes. These were once quite fashion 
able, but are seldom seen now, and i 
consequence the alligator liven in greaU 
or security. The demand lor jewelry 
and ornaments made from the teeth 
seems to have been pretty thoroughly 
supplied, and few aro hunted for thfc 
purpose. 
Occasionally an alligator from ten to 


fifteen feet in length is wanted for a 
museum, and there is no difficulty in 
lotting the contract to a colored man. 
When caught his feet are tied over his 
back, and the powerful Jaws fastened 
with many wraps of rope. He is then 
shipped to bis destination in a strong 
box. 
Stuffed alligators are far oftener 


exhibited, the mounting being a com- 
paratively easy and inexpensive process.

Mirror Worship in Jupnu. 


1'rof. Ayrlon lectured last week at, the 


Hoyal Institution, his subject being 
" Tho Magic Mirror of Japan." In Ja- 
pan thorn is, bo said, an absence of 
houso walls, interior and exterior, tho 
housoi, consisting of a roof supported on 
only iv few posts enclosing vory littlo but 
empty space, and sliding screens alone 
dividu off compartments. Why, in this 
comparalivo absence of all that we 
should call furniture, doos one article 
pertaining to tho ladles' toilette—the 
bronze mirror with its stand—hold so 
prominent a position? This mirror U 
usually circular, from throe inches to 
twelve inches in diameter, made of 
bronzo, und with n, bronze handle cover- 
ed with bamboo. Tho reflecting ttaa is 
generally more or loss convex, polished 
with n mercury amalgam, and the back 
is beautifully ornamented with a grace- 
fully executed raised design. Some for 
tho rustic population have also polished 
letters. 
Tho explanation of tho fact that tho 


mirror i/almost par excellence tho en- 
tiro furniture is found partly in tho elab- 
orate head dresses of the Japanese 
ladies and thopaintingof theirfaces.and 
partly from tho belief that as tho sword 
was "tho soul of the Hamouri," so is 
tho mirror tho -'soul of woman." 
It 


therefore constitutes the mosfcjn.luable 
of all her possessions, and two> mirrors 
form part of the trousseau of every 
bride. The characteristic qualities of 
the mirror must, it is believed, be in ac- 
cordance with the constitution of the 
possessor, and "second, eight" is re- 
nortod to in tho uclection /of a mirror. 
But why is tho mirror so important in 
tho Imperial pnlace whoro tho Court 
ladies, still preserving the fashion of old 
days, comb back their hair in the sim- 
plest styleP Why does the fortune-tel- 
ler, instead of looking at a girl's palm, 
regard the reflection In a mirror? Why, 
instead of referring to the book of the 
recording angel, does the Japanese Pla- 
to bring before the boatman his evil 
deeds reflected in a mirrorP And why 
doos the mirror hold so important a 
place in Japanese history than has been 
supposed; it, in fact, takes the place of 
the cross in Christian countries. 


Prof. Ayrton read the myth of the 


origin of the worship of the mirror. 
The main points In it are that when 
gods alone inhabited the earth, the sun 
goddess one day hurt hor hand with her 
shuttle, having been suddenly fright- 
ened by a practical joke of her brother, 
the god of the sea. She indignantly re- 
tired to a cave. Darkness followed, and 
the goddess had to be appeased. Tho 
wisest of the gods suggested making an 
image of her more baautiful than her- 
self. The Japanese Vulcan fashioned a 
mirror in the shape of tho nun, and all 
the gods laughed, and shouted, " Hero 
Is a doity who siirpafwen oven your 
glory."

During aU tho w.iru 
with Napoleon, lasting nearly twenty 
years, the supplies were voted every 
year, and the cibinet hfti to come in 
every twelve months and ask for the 
of grant money which would alone con 
tinuei the army in the field, tt Is thus 
ut Impossible for a war to be waged or 
kf pt up, or for the army to be put to 
tues, contrary to the will of the peo- 
jile of Kaglantl. as it U for the army 
to subsist without money. 
In this 


country we vote supplies by the yettr. 
and the constitution suys thut nil 
money bilU must orignate in the 
house, thus recognizing the same can- 
»i-ol «f the popu ar branch of congress 
over the purse, mid thereby over ^ the 
whole guvdrnmfiiit, a* obtaini in K.tg- 
1 »iiil. Moreover. In Knglaml the house 
of lords cannot add to or take from 
the sums or conditions in the com- 
mons's money bills, but must ailopt 
them or rc'jcct thorn at a wholo, just 
tw sent in, tlie powor of rejection be- 
ing constructed only, and an exercise 
•of It being unheard in modern times, 
In short, thecmtrol of tho ci.mmMis 
over the punto U absolute, a veto by 
tho sovereign Imvln* beuii unknown 
for ImmlreU of ye.iH.

claim such absolute power for the 
bouse here. 
The senate can amend 


money bills, though it c.innot orignate 
them. The executive can veto bills of 
all kinds.

from* scaffuld and i.reaks his neck 
or when the cause of death is plain to 
every one. 
But the luw does not rec 


ogiilze any distinction between daeatl 
caused in that manner and one caused 
by violence. There is always »n in 
ducement to the coronertohold an ii 
quest, and in some cities that cilice i 
the best paying one there is.
